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The  object  of  this  directory,  the  twenty-third  annual  publication 
in  the  series,^  is  to  present  in  convenient  form  the  addresses  of  of- 
ficials and  organizations  from  whom  information  may  be  obtained 
concerning  game  conditions  and  the  laws  for  the  protection  of  wild 
life.  It  shows  also  the  date  of  establishment  of  each  State  depart- 
ment concerned  with  the  protection  of  birds,  game,  and  other  wild 
animals,  the  changes  which  have  occurred  in  the  organization  of 
such  departments,  the  publications  issued  by  each,  and  the  personnel. 

Changes  in  game  officials  since  the  1920  directory  was  issued  have 
been  made  in  12  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  5  Canadian 
Provinces,  as  follows:  Alabama,  California.  Connecticut,  Delaware, 
District  of  Columbia,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  Ohio,  Oregon,  Rhode 
Island,  Virginia,  Washington,  and  Wyoming;  and  Alberta,  British 
Columbia,  Northwest  Territories,  Nova  Scotia,  and  Quebec.  The 
only  material  legislative  change  during  the  year  was  in  Nova  Scotia, 
where  the  board  of  game  commissioners  was  abolished  and  the  office 
of  commissioner  of  forests  and  game  created;  but  in  Maryland  an 
enactment  reduced  the  membership  of  the  conservation  commission 
from  three  to  one  member,  beginning  January  1,  1923.

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Three  deaths  of  conservationists  during  the  year  are  to  be  re- 
corded— two  of  officials  in  office  and  one  of  an  official  of  long  service 
whose  death  occurred  shortly  after  the  close  of  his  official  term : 

John  Henry  Wallace,  jr.,  in  Alabama,  January  17, 1922.  Mr.  Wal- 
lace enjoyed  the  distinction  of  being  the  only  State  game  official  who 
was  elected  to  office  by  direct  vote  of  the  people,  and  was  State  game 
and  fish  commissioner  of  Alabama  from  the  time  the  office  was 
established  in  1907  until  its  reorganization  as  a  department  of  con- 
servation in  1919,  and  thereafter  was  commissioner  of  the  depart- 
ment until  the  time  of  his  death.  He  not  only  was  a  leader  in 
game  conservation  in  the  South,  but  devoted  much  time  to  national 
and  international  problems. 

William  T.  Judkins,  in  Wyoming,  in  February,  1922.  Mr,  Jud- 
kins  was  appointed  State  game  warden  of  Wyoming  in  1919.  He 
had  been  active  in  organizing  the  Western  Association  of  State 
Game  Commissioners,  which  was  perfected  in  January,  1922,  the 
month  prior  to  his  death. 

James  Nevin,  in  Wisconsin,  December  30,  1921.  For  39  years 
Mr.  Nevin  had  been  continuously  and  intimately  associated  with 
the  protection  of  fish  and  game  in  Wisconsin,  and  was  the  first  presi- 
dent of  the  conservation  commission  of  that  State,  having  been  ap- 
pointed to  the  office  in  1915  for  a  term  of  six  years. 

In  44  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii  the  enforcement  of  game  laws 
is  intrusted  to  game  commissioners,  wardens,  or  other  State  officers ; 
m  Florida,  Misissippi,  and  Nevada  to  county  wardens;  in  North 
Carolina  to  the  State  Audubon  Society  and  county  wardens;  and  in 
the  District  of  Columbia  to  the  Metropolitan  police.  Several  inter- 
national and  national  organizations  are  interested  in  the  protection 
of  birds  and  game.  In  addition.  State  associations  and  many  local 
organizations  cooperate  in  the  work  of  protecting  game  in  41  States, 
Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Twenty-seven  States  and  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia have  Audubon  societies  organized  especially  for  the  study 
and  protection  of  nongame  birds.
